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Chapter 1.

The average working mileage for the year in passenger traffic was 9l<> 
miles and that in goods traffic 911.1 miles, showing increases of 107.1 
miles in the former and 113.8 miles in the latter over the preceding year. 
The train mileage totalled 3,570,3l»(> miles, the number of passengers carried, 
4-,995,1+1 and tonnage of freight hauled, 1,388,915 tons, showing increases 
of 551,379 miles in train mileage, 590,119 in passengers, and 283,553 
tons, in freight, compared with the figures for the preceding year. The 
aggregate passenger and freight mileages were 173,713,488 and 123,127, 
073 respectively, being an increase of 8,708,937 in the former and of 23. 
115,173 in the latter over the preceding year. The receipts for the year 
were Yen 3,815,800 from passengers and Yen 2,531,012 from freight, 
making a total of Yen 0,319,818 and showing an increase of Ten 522,880 
over the preceding year. 

We need scarcely say that the line results attained were due to the 
increase in traffic mileage which naturally caused economical development 
in the peninsula and absorbed new traffic; also the different arrangements 
we made to induce passengers and goods traffic apparently had much to 
do with securing such results. The bright condition in passenger traffic 
prevailing since the end of the preceding ycarc ontiuued, and the standard 
of living in general gradually rose, resulting in the success we enjoyed in 
running excursion trains to Sodo and Kaijyo. Though our traffic was 
rather low during the summer, in autumn it increased owing to the trans¬ 
portation of soldiers stationed in Chosen for their manoeuvres, parties of 
school boys to see them, and visitors to exhibitions at Taikvu, llcijyo, 
and Chinuampo; besides, the opening of the japan-Manchuria through 



passenger traffic in May ami the Japan-China through passenger traffic in 
October brought us a new field of work .and our prospects in this line of 
transportation are very hopeful. In goods traffic, a one-third reduction 
in customs duty which had been undci consideration for years was put into 
force, and the reduction in freight rates for goods to Manchuria was put 
into force at the same time Consequently the volume of such goods as 
cotton cloth, cotton yarn, (lour, sugar, etc. transported over our line was 
much increased, though these goods were mostly sent by sea heretofore; 
exportation of Manchuria beaus and grains to japan was also partly 
carried on over our line. Transportation became still brighter by the 
abolition in July of the tax levied upon rice exported from Chosen to japan. 
In January, 101 4-, the J a pan-Manchuria through goods traffic was opened, 
thus laying hands upon the international through goods traffic. All these 
became factors in the development of the goods traffic, directly or indirectly. 
In tshor, we can say that the result of the passenger and goods traffic 
during the year was excellent. 

The principal traffic arrangements made during the year were as 
follows : consequent upon the completion of the new pier at l'usau, the I'ttsait- 
Antung express was made to arrive at and depart from the pier since 
April so as to facilitate the connection of the train with the channel 
steamers. In May the time-schedule for all lines was revised, extending 
the Ftisan-Keijyo express to Antiing and increasing the number of local 
trains on the Keijyo-Shingishu line at the same time. In September the 
Information Office of our Traffic Department was opened at Tokyo for the 
sale of tickets, registration of baggage and parcels, and giving information 
to tourists, all aimed at helping travellers for Chosen and Manchuria. As 
regards the joint traffic, in May the japan-Manchuria through passenger 
traffic, as well as that between the Chinese liastern and Usuri Railwavs 
and our lines, was opened, and in October the through passenger traffic 
between the Imperial Government Railways ol' japan and our line and the 
Pcking-Mukden line ol the Chinese Government Railways was opened. Se¬ 
cond class service on the Choscn-Manclmria express and the sale of express 
Gain berth tickets were started in November. Iti January, 1.914, the Japan- 
Manchuria through goods traffic was opened. Besides, not a few extensions 
and improvements were made in the joint traffic between the Imperial 
Government Railways of Japan, South Manchuria Railway, and our line. 






We attained a reasonable result from our station hotel business in 
consequence of improvements made in hotel equipments and the increase in 
passengers from the West to the Kast. We may .also say that the increase 
in guests stopping at our station hotels lately is due to the comfort 
afforded them. The results were 1,1 24- guests stopped at the hotels, 
making 2,00b in the aggregate, 7,605 guests for meals, dll guests for 
banquets, and Yen IS,721 in hotel receipts. 

We took tlie dining ear service on express trains and the refreshment- 
room service under our direct management in April, 1012. Various 
improvements were made in the service and equipment which made them 
popular among Japanese ami foreign passengers. Their results for the 
year were 22,254- guests and Yen 21,504 for the dining cars, and 10,025 
guests and Yen 0,700 for the refreshment-room. 

The store-house business was commenced this year; store-houses at 
Keizan and ten other stations were opened in July, and at Rensen and 
one other station in October. This business in Chosen is as vet in an 
undeveloped condition, anil in only a few places arc perfect store-houses 
established ; consequently development has been very slow. Hut, by the 
opening of store-houses under our own management, consigners as well 
as the merchants in general have been mueli assisted and given great 
convenience in their business transactions. Though we could not expect 
to obtain conspicuous results in this direction at the beginning, we are 
sure of their efficiency and development in the future. 

The locomotive mileage during the year totalled 4,160,111) miles and 
the converted carriage and wagon mileages 28,064,200 miles ; coal consumed 
amounted to 185,761,84-5 kin for running and 18,002,870 kin for lighting, 
etc., being 202,764,715 kin in the total; oil consumed reached 1)0,280 sho 
tor locomotives and 8-1,14-6 slio for carriages, wagons, etc., being 1 74-,4-25 
sho in the total. Compared with the figures lor the preceding year, these 
show increases ol 672,061 in locomotive mileage, 4-,1)27,005 in carriage 
and wagon mileage, 6,581,808 kin in coal consumed for running, and 
2,.>.>8,580 kin in that lor lighting, etc., 12,165 sho in oil lor locomotives, 
and 14,670 sho in that for carriages, wagons, etc. 

Rolling stock returns show 154 locomotives, 268 carriages, and 1,52s 
wagons, being increases of 16 locomotives, 50 carriages, and 02 wagons. 

The principal items of equipment and improvement made to rolling 
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stock, etc. were the Addition of 1(5 locomotives, 57 carriages, and '.*'5 
wagons, and the erection of 35 spans < f girders, besides the equipping of 
two locomotives with steam brakes, three carriages with electric lights 
and fans, 111- wagons with air train pipes, and 15 with steam train pipes. 

The aggregate length of electrical communication lines at the end of 
the year was 2,453 ri ; telegraphic apparatus installed numbered 137, tele¬ 
phonic 034, and blocks 2(57. Railway telegraphic stations numbered 144; 
railway messages dealt with were 15,702,410, and public messages 247,777, 
being n total of 3,050,187. The revenue from public messages was Ten 
8,250. Generating stations numbered 2, with engines of 830 h.p. in 
total capacity, and 1(5(5 k.w. in that of generators. Klcetrie lamps 
numbered 54 are and <5,207 incandescent, 7 of the former and 2,030 of 
the latter being supplied under contract. Besides, those installed in carriages 
numbered 1,075 in all. 

Traffic mileage at the end of the year totalled 070.2 miles and the 
aggregate length of tracks, 1,102 m. 15 eh., being increases of 133.2 miles 
in the former and 158 m. (5(5 eh. in the latter over the preceding year. 
The number ol stations was 1 54, being greater by 23 than in the preceding 
year. 

Maintenance included such works as retaliating of bridge girders, 
alteration and transferring of various buildings, repairs to tracks, renewal 
ol sleepers, gravelling, and works essential to the maintenance of stations 
and other buildings. 

Additional works were, alteration and addition of station buildings, 
alteration of tracks, renewal and addition of telegraphic poles, and other 
arrangements and additions consequent upon the maintenance work done 
on tracks, station buildings, and other buildings. 

As regards the progress of construction works the following mnv be 
mentioned: on the Kei-l’u line the construction work of new shunting at 
Nandaimon Station was completed ; on the Kci-Gi line alteration to 
llaknba Station, new building of a compressed air station at Ryazan, and 
transference of patients ’ room at the Ryazan Kailwav Hospital were all 
completed ; on the Ilcinan line the pier at Chinnampo was completed, and 
enlarging of every station is still in progress. 

On the Kci-Gcnl inc the construction work made striking progress and 
by the end of the year Ryazan-Kenfutsuro (80.5 in.) and Gcnsan-Kozan 





(28.1 m.) sections were opened to traffic: in the direction of Kyuzan 
nearly all the work was finished, leaving only the gravelling to l>e. done, 
while toward (iensa.n most ol’ the bridging and tunnelling was completed, 
and erection of bridge girders and laving of rails are in progress. We 
are expecting the line will be open to traffic by August, 11)14-. 

On the Konan line, Taidcn-Seivu and Riri-Kunsau sections (0)5.7 m.l 
were opened the previous year, and in Jamiarv, 1 hi t, the remaining portion 
was completed and the whole line opened to traffic. But .as this line was 
constructed rather hurriedly, reconstruction is now in progress. 

The Chosen Hotel is now in the course of erection in I lasogawacho, 
Keijyo, the foundations of it were laid during the previous year, and the 
laying ol mains for water and sewage, and the skeleton of the main building 
were finished during the year now reviewed: the furnishing, electric 
installation, plumbing, and other equipments .are now in progress. 

Receipts relating to traffic during the year amounted to lea 7.852,IN." 
and expenditure to Yen (5,283,058, leaving a balance of Yeti 1,508,227 
as profit. Compared with the figures for the preceding year, the increase 
in receipts was Yen 1,0:54,022, that in expenditure Yen .'510,5(53, and that 
in profit Yen 715,350. 

In the railway store, account, the earnings amounted to Yen 5,404,118 
and the disbursements to Ten 5,403,550, leaving a balance of Yen 550. 

The value of contracts in the purchase of railway stores amounted 
to Yen 4,(52(5,714, being an increase of Yen 1(5:5,083. 

flic capital invested in the railways since the commencement of their 
construction up to the end of the previous year totalled Yen 114,72'),38(5. 
Adding to this the sum ol Yen 8,(5(51,(548, "which is the increase made 
during the year, the total capital invested up to the end of the year under 
review reaches Yen 123,382,034. 

The members ol the Relict Association numbered 4,712 at the end of 
last year; adding 1,(530 newly admitted and deducting 1,075 withdrawals 
during the year, they numbered at the end of the year 5,2(57. The receipts 
totalled Yen 84,147 ; of this amount Yen 20,235 was the grant from the 
(iovernment, Yen 45,050 represented subscriptions from members, Yen 8, 
057 interest on deposit, and Yen 5 miscellaneous receipts. The disbursements 
totalled Yen 2.2,175; of the amount Yen 7,3(55 was the grant made in 
regard to injuries, Yen 10,0(51. for deaths, Yen <5,1 4-0 for me lien 1 allowance 





ami Yen 7,405 was refunded to members resigning. A sum of Yen 185, 
850, made up of Yen 51,072, the balance at the end of the year, and 
Yen 153,807 traiislercrd from the previous year’s aecoimt, was carried 
forward to the account for the year following. 

Light railways and tramways in Chosen iti operation at the end of 
the. year were five, namely, the system operated by the Nikkan Gas Electric 
Co., and four others operated as private concerns. The aggregate capital 
of these light railways and tramways totalled Yen 10,+20,(500, of which 
amount Ve/7 5,748,(505, was paid up, while the amount invested in 
them reached Ve/7 2,530,SOS. The mileage open to traffic totalled 23.7 
miles, consisting of 1(5 miles of electric tramway in Keijyo, 5.8 miles of 
light railway between Fusanehin and Torni in Keishonando, 1.2 miles 
of manual tramway in Jleijyo, and 0.7 mile of manual tramway for goods 
between VVakan railway station ami the wharf on the Kakuto River. 
The mileage to be opened hereafter amounts to 181.2 miles, namely, 0.2 
mile in Keijyo, 7 miles in Pusan (electric tramways), 115.2 miles between 
Torai and Keishu, Keishu and Taikyu, Keishu and Hoko, and I'rusan and 
Choseiho, 13,-1- miles between Shiushu and Senshin, 8.+miles between Koshu 
and Shoteiri, 1(5 miles between Kiri and Zcnsiui, 8.0 miles between Kanko 
and Seikoshin, and 12.1 miles between Seishiti /iml Kanau (light railways). 

Chapter II. 

RESULTS OF TRAFFIC. 

The average working mileage was 010 miles in passenger traffic and 
011.1 miles in that of goods. Train mileage amounted to 5,570,5(5(5 
miles, th,at of carriages to 11,232,500 miles, and that of wagons to IS. 
032,775. fhe number of passengers carried was 4,005,4+1, while the 
passenger mileage reached 173,743,488 miles. fhe tonnage of goods 
amounted to 1,388,015 tons, while the ton mileage reached 123,427,(575 
miles. Receipts from passengers amounted to Yen 3,815,80(5 and that 
from goods, Yen 2,534,042, making a total of Yen (5,340,848. 

The above results, when compared with the figures for the preceding 
year, show increases of 107.1 miles in passenger traffic mileage in consequence 
of extension of the Kei-Gen and Kouan lines, 115.8 miles in goods traffic 
mileage, 18.4 per cent, in train mileage, 18.0 percent, in ear mileage, 24.2 




]icr cent, in wagon mileage, 1 per cent, in the number of passengers, 

per cent, in passenger mileage, 23.7 pre cent in tonnage ot goods, 255,1 
per cent, in ton mileage, and S) per cent, in total traffic receipts, being 
increases of 7.<* per cent, from passengers, and 11.t per cent, from goods. 

These tine results were due to increase in traffic in consequence of 
industrial development in the peninsula, extension of the Kei-Gen and 
Konan lines, a one-third reduction in the maritime customs duty of China, 
and the abolition of transit duty on rice destined for Japan, notwithstanding 
more or less depression in our traffic was occasioned by the monetary 
depression in Japan ruling since the latter part of the spring of 11)151. 

In passenger traffic, in addition to the prosperous condition we have 
enjoyed since the end of the previous year, we had more people taking 
advantage of our excursion trains to Sodo and Kaijyo, besides a great 
transportation of troops, and trips by the crews belonging to the 1st 
Squadron. In May revision of the time-table for all lines was made, and 
express trains were run on to Antung and more local trains were run on 
the Kci-Gi line, all for the greater convenience of passengers. At the same 
time the Japau-Mauchuria through passenger service was opened, thus 
laying hands on the international passenger traffic. Thus we can credit 
all these arrangements, besides many others, with being the cause of our 
traffic showing up so prosperously. Generally we have fewer passengers 
and diminished receipts during summer, and such was the ease this year, 
too, though we suffered nothing from storms or rains. In autumn we 
transported troops for their manoeuvres and a large number of schoolboys 
to see them. Special trains were run or reduction in lares was made 
for visitors to exhibitions at Taikyu, lleijyo, and Chinnampo, for 
excursions to the chestnut woods at Kaijvo, and for the annual meeting 
at Keijvo of the various Episcopal Churches and Miroku's great festival at 
Ronzan. In October the Japan-China passenger through traffic was 
opened and our connection with the Pcking-Mukden line was effected, 
bringing a greater number of passengers over our railways. In whiter we 
bad no particular business worth mentioning except the transportation of 
part of the troops stationed in Chosen, both relief and time-expired, though 
t he weather was not so severe and we had the usual amount of passenger 
traffic. Tn the new year our traffic was rather low, as usual, owing to 
the cold weather and other causes, though the completion and opening 




of the Konan line added a eeratin degree of prosperity to the lines already 
opened. 

Thus the results of passenger traffic during the year showed an average 
of 52:: passengers and Yen 11.40, per day per mite being decreases of 4-0 in 
passengers and Yen 0.01 in reeeipts, as eompated with the figures for the 
preceding year. These are due chiefly to the opening of new lines. The 
increase of 0.04 sen making 2.01 sen inr eeeipts per passenger per mile, and 
decreavses of 2.T miles in average mileage per passenger and 4- sen in average 
receipt per passenger, making 04.8 miles in the former and 70 sen in the 
latter, are (hie to less transportation of tourist parties over long distances. 

As regards the goods traffic, the quantity transported increased conse¬ 
quent upon the opening of new lines. Especially did the enforcement of 
the one-third reduction in customs duty and the reduction in freight for 
cotton cloth and yarns since June, draw almost all the goods, hitherto 
transported by water, over to our lines. Again, the abolition in July of 
duty on rice destined for japan made our traffic still more active. In 
October we opened a branch office of our Shingishtt Goods Office at Antung 
to deal with goods entering or leaving the country by the through traffic. 
Iti January the goods traffic through service between lilies of the Imperial 
Government Rlys. of Japan and ours was extended to lines of the Chinese 
Eastern Rlv. Co. and the Csuri Railway, thus opening Japan-Manchuria 
through goods traffic. This new service and the above-mentioned reduction 
in customs duty helped to develop the through traffic and to make our 
goods carried heavier. 

With reference to the transportation of important goods, we may say 
that the rice transported amounted to 101,000 tons, being more than 
03,000 tons than in the previous year, in consequence of the abolition of 
transit duty on rice for Japan, importation of foreign rice into Chosen, 
and exportation to Vladivostok. The principal places to which rice was 
destined were Keijyo (44,000 tons), Tusan (37,000 tons), Kansan (19,000 
tons), and Jinsen (14,000 tons). The rice imported into Chosen is increasing 
in quantity, and demand for it is extending of late to the northern part 
though formerly it was restricted to the southern part only. The importation 
of millet has also much increased lately, showing 48,000 tons in quantity 
transported (40 per cent, more than in the previous year), 15,000 tons of 
it being hv direct importation. The transportation of beans reached 




about '.(.(Min tons more than in the previous year notwithstanding the 
smallcr erop anti exportation. The demand for relined salt was active, 
too, and about 20,000 tons of it were sent from Jinsen. The consumption 
of eoal in Chosen has considerably increased in consequence of the develop¬ 
ment in various industries and its transportation reached 1(59.000 tons, 
49,000 of the quantity being from I'ushun (about 200 per cent, more 
than in the preceding year). We did not see any difference in the 
transportation of lumber as there was a great quantity of it imported 
from Manchuria and sent to Beiten, though we did not handle so great a 
quantity from the Vain as in other years. As regards firewood and 
charcoal, we transported only 2,000 tons more than during the previous 
vearas the weather was milder than usual. The transportation of graphite 
from Kokan and Shinaiishu greatly increased during the year and reached 
9,000 tons in the total, which is almost double that of the previous year. 
Besides, the transportation of Hour, fresh fish, vegetables, fruit, cotton fabrics, 
straw bags, straw ropes, straw mats, and manure each reached about 
10,000 tons, showing more or less increase than in the preceding year. 
The transportation of salted dried fish, mintai-lish, petroleum, and’tobacco 
was rather low. 

In the condition above mentioned, the average tonnage per day per 
mile was 371 tons and receipts, Yen 7.02, being an increase of 2(5 in tonnage 
and a decrease of Ten 0.22 in receipts compared with the preceding year. 
The decrease in receipts, notwithstanding the increase in tonnage, is the 
result of reducing the mileage rate in proportion to incrcas ein distance. 
The decrease of 0.17 sen in average receipt per ton per mile, showing 
1.91 sen, and the decrease of l.S miles in average mileage transported per 
ton and IS sen in receipts per ton, showing 88.9 miles in the former and 
Yen 1.70 in the latter, were due to reduced transportation of railway supplies 
over short distances.

Chapter III. 

Results of Station Hotel Business. 

The guests at the Station Hotel at Busan and Shingishu during the 
year numbered 1,134-, making when reckoned by length of stay 2,003. 
Meals served reached 7,005; and dinners 21, the guests at these numbering 
511. The receipts at the two station hotels amounted to Yen 3,520 from 
rooms, Yen 11,485 from meals, Yen 2,778 from beverages, Yen 220 from 
tobacco, and Yen 709 from miscellaneous sources, making Yen 18,721 in 
the total. These show increases of 5.9 per cent, in guests, 12.8 per cent, 
when reckoned by length of stay, and 34.5 per cent, in meals, compared 
with the figures for the preceding year. Though we had an increase of 
t>2 per ceni. in the number of dinners served, there was a decrease of 31 
per cent, in the number of guests, oTset by an increase of 21 per cent, in 
receipts from the dinners. 

We have made various improvements in accommodation during the 
year and put our hotel coupons on sale at Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son 
and the International Sleeping Car Co. for the convenience of passengers. 
These helped much in inducing guests to visit the hotels; the brighter 
condition of the traffic between Bur ope and Asia, too, naturally increased 
the number of guests at the hotels. 

Chapter IV. 

Results of Dining-Car And Refreshment-Room Business. 

The dining-cars and the refreshment-room at Nandaimon Station were 
at one time managed under contract; but since April, 1913, we have taken 
them under our own management and made improvements in various points 
for the convenience of passengers. The guests we had in dining-cars 
during the year were 33,254, and the receipts, Yen 31,594. The guests 
at the refreshment-room numbered 10,025, and the receipts amounted to 
Yen 9,709. 

Chapter V. 

Results of Warehouse Business. 

The warehouse business is a new line, and warehouses were opened at 




Keizan and ten other stations on July 1, and at Rensen and one other 
station on October 15. The warehouse business was in an infant state 
and greatly obstrueted industrial progress. But sinee the opening of 
warehouses under our own management, merchants in different localities 
are utilizing them to their fullest extent. Though we can not yet show 
startling results in this new line of business, we issued SOT dock warrants 
against 1,210 deposits of goods, about 70 per cent, of the dock warrants 
being issued as security to bankers, etc. The principal goods deposited in 
the warehouses were grain, straw ropes, straw hags, straw mats, and 
tobacco. The total tonnage deposited reached 0,(120 tons, and the 
average tonnage per day was 1,(51 7.S tons. The storage fees amounted 
to Yen 4,(552 and miscellaneous receipts to Yen 127, reaching the total of 
Yen T.770, being Yen 0.011,5 per ton per day. Dock warrants, bills of 
deposit, and advices issued reached 1,20(5, of which 20 per cent, were 
issued to Koreans. 


Chapter VI. 

Results of Locomotive Working. 

The mileage of locomotives on all the lines during the year was L 
H>0,1 IS.5 miles and the converted mileage of ears was 22,004?,200.2 
miles, while the coal consumed for running amounted to 1 85,701 ,84-5 kin 
and the oil (for cylinder, machine and air pump) to 00.2S0.4-7 sho. These 
show increases of 10.2 per cent, in locomotive mileage, 21.4- per cent, in 
car mileage, 2.7 per cent, in coal, and 17.1 per cent, in oil. when compared 
with the preceding year.

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Chapter VII. 

Accidents to Tracks and Trains. 

Among the accidents occurring during' the year, the following may he 
mentioned : 

At 10 |). m. on April o, ti)13, the north-hound mixed train No. 170, 
on the Masa.it line, ran on to a goods siding at Masan Station, and 
collided with seven ears and wagons on the siding. One of the wagons 
broke through a temporary butter, and another was derailed. Two 
passengers and at rain-man received slight injury, so slight that special 
medical attendance was unnecessar y. The accident was occasioned by 
point No. 2 being left open in the wrong direction, while the fixed signal 
showed safety. 

At 2.30 p. m. on April 21), when the express train No. 1, north 
bound, on the Kei-I'u line was entering Wakan Station, it passed by the 
stopping point, broke through point No. 2 and went beyond the home 
signal for south-bound trains. While the train was running back, the 
express train No. 2, south bound, came on. The engine-driver on train 
No. 2 became aware of the danger when nearing the home signal and did 
his best to stop the train by using the lever handle, but all his ellbrts were 
in vain and the trains collided. Both locomotives, an emptv carriage, 
and two brake-vans were damaged or derailed, and the passengers injured 
numbered 21. Relief trains were promptly sent from Taikvu and Taiden, 
and the injured passengers were given proper attention. Happily the 
injuries to passengers were all slight except those to a woman, and thev 
continued their journey. A doctor and nurses were sent from Rvuzan to 
.attend to the injured passengers on hoard the north-hound train, while 
those on the south-bound train were attended to on arrival at I'usan. 
The woman who had to be left behind at Wakan was tended by the 
doctor and nurses sent from Ryazan ; each of the injured passengers was 
visited afterward and our sincere sorrow for the accident was expressed. 
The damaged track was opened at 8. Mo a. m. the same day. The cause 
of this accident- was that the cut-oil' cock of the air pipe in the brake-van 
next to the locomotive had been closed when the train started from Taikvu 
Station, so the influence of the brake did not extend to all the ears, and 
the train could not be stopped at the proper point. 
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At (5.30 a. m. on October 14, while the mixed train No. 16 was 
having’ some wagons uncoupled at Keizan Station, the pointsman at point 
No. 3 signalled safety by turning over the weighted handle only, not 
noticing that the siding was open, and that the rails were locked and 
not in the proper position. In consequence the locomotive again ran on 
to the main line and, colliding with the remaining ears, damaged a wagon 
slightly and caused a slight injury to a passenger by the shock. The injured 
one was attended to at once and then sent to the hospital at Taikyu ; 
the track was restored at 9.00 a. m. the same morning. 

At 7.15 p. m. on February 3, 1914-, some Korean coolies had pushed 
out a loaded wagon from a siding at Seiryori Station on to the main line 
as far as the point No. 2 without permission of the station men. The 
pointsman on duty had gone to light a fixed signal and none of the 
other station men noticed it. Just at that time the mixed train No. 104, 
south-bound, came in and, seeing the signal at safety, ran on. Hut when 
the train was approaching point No. 2, the engine-driver noticed the 
obstacle on the track and did his best to stop the train. Ilis dibit was 
in vain and the train collided with the wagon, causing damage to the 
locomotive and derailing the wagon. The wagon was badly broken 
and more than half of it was thrown from the road-bed. Two Koreans 
were killed on the spot and two more were injured, one of them very 
slightly: A relief train was at once despatched from Nandaimon Station 

and the train was hauled on to the line and the track restored by 10. 00 
p. m. the same evening. 

A heavy rainfall was experience;! on July 3, 1913, and early the next 
morning, Kasuiin River crossed by Kasuiin-Tokei section on the Konan 
line overflowed and the embankment was swept away. Traffic between 
Taiden and Renzan was suspended, but at 1.00 p. m. the same day the 
track was restored. 

On the evening of December 15, 1913, a great snowfall came on in 
the neighbourhood of Gensan, and on the 16th the mixed train No. Ill, 
north-bound, could run no farther than Ampcn Station, which was reached 
just at noon. A relief train was immediately despatched from Gensan 
and managed to get the train to Gensan. Traffic was suspended but on 
the next day the snow stopped and wc worked hard to clear the snow 
from the track, and the traffic was restored in the afternoon. 
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A heavy storm raged on March 5 - 0, and greatly damaged all out¬ 
lines. The severest damage \vc stillered was on the Kei-Gen line, where 
many embankments were broken. At 5.00 p. m. on the 0th, trallic 
between Sodo and Giseiiu, and Todosen and Zcnkoku was suspended ; but 
at 5.55 p. m. the next day, both sections were restored and traffic was 
resumed. 


Chapter VIII. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

Rolling stock at the end of the year included 154 locomotives, 268 
carriages, and 1,538 wagons, being increases of 10 locomotives, 50 
carriages, and 03 wagons. 


Chapter IX. 

WORKSHOPS. 

Workshops in the year numbered three, namely, Soryo and Ileijvo 
Workshops ; the number of artisans and workmen at the end of the year 
was 1,676; their aggregate working days in the year reached 41)6,120, 
and the total amount of wages Yen 378,021. The average number of 
artisans and workmen employed per day was 1,517.2, their wages amounting 
to Yen 1,156.03, the average wage per man per day being Yen 0.762. 

Principal items of building and repair were the building of one private 
ear, six 1st and 2nd class composite sleeping cars, six 2nd & 3rd class 
composite coaches, twenty 3rd class cars, eight baggage, mail and brake- 
vans, sixteen baggage and brake-vans, fifty-three covered wagons, and forty 
open wagons, and the repairing of 165 locomotives (22 being trifling 
repairs), 481) carriages, and 1,147 wagons. In erection work, sixteen 
locomotives newly bought, two private ears, and thirty-three spans of 
girders may be mentioned. Conversions made were 10 covered wagons 
into goods and brake-vans, while new equipments made were steam-brakes 
to 2 locomotives, electric lights to 3 carriages, w. c. and vestibules to 4 
carriages, air train pipes to 81 coal ears, 33 open wagons, and steam 
train pipes to 15 covered wagons, besides changing the couplers of 1) 
wagons, and the windows and other arrangements fitted Lo 12 covered 
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wagons for military use. Three locomotives, live carriages, and 2(5 
wagons were taken to pieces .and packed for conveyance to Mokuho and 
Gciisan, and again set up at these places. 

New arrangements at Sorvo Workshops were the equipment of a core 
oven of large type in place of a temporary one, and the improving of a 
tyre-filling apparatus; the generating and accumulating apparatus for 
batteries in carriages was completed during the year. The motive power 
in use at the end of the year was supplied by four sets of steam engines 
(170 h. p.). 

At Ryazan Workshops, on completion of air compressor station newlv 
built, 3 sets of boilers and 2 sets of compressors were erected and set to 
work; in the erecting shop, a set of goliath cranes was fixed up. The 
motive power at the end of the year was supplied by 2 sets of dynamos of 
221 k. w. (one kept for emergency), 15 sets of motors ((>19 h. p. in all), 
and 2 sets of air compressors of 100 h. p. (one kept for emergency). 

The motive power at Ileijyo Workshops at the end of the year was 
supplied by a set of steam engines of 150 h. p. 


Chapter X. 

ELECTRICITY. 

i. Electrical Communication. 

Telegraph stations at the end of the year numbered 111; of the number 
83 are public telegraph stations, being increases of 15 in the former and 
9 in the latter over the preceding year in consequence of the opening of 
new lines. Eighty-two of the number are installed with both telegraph 
and telephone apparatus, and 02 with telephone apparatus only. 

Telegraphic messages handled numbered 3,950,187 during the year, 
showing an increase of -1,421. Those dealt with per station per day were 
70 railway telegrams and 9 public ones, showing decreases of (5 in the 
former and 1 in the latter compared with the preceding year. 

The percentage of different messages was 28.3 per cent, despatched, 37.(5 
]>er cent, received, and 34.1 per cent, transmitted, showing an increase 
ol 0.8 per cent, in those received and decreases of 0.1 per cent, in those 
despatched and 0.7 per cent, in those transmitted.. 
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Circuits nt tlic cud of the year numbered G7G, showing an increase 
of (54- over the preceding year. Circuits may be classified into 28 telegraph¬ 
ic circuits, 482 telephone circuits, and 1GG signal circuits, bcingi ncreascs 
of 2 telegraphic, 39 telephone, and 23 signal circuits. The circuits for 
both telegraph and telephone adopting simultaneous telegraphy and tele¬ 
phony numbered 21, being 0 telegraph, 12 telephone, and 3 signal circuits, 
being an increase of four over the preceding year in consequence of new 
lines being opened to traffic. 

Machines at the end of the year comprised 137 telegraphic apparatus, 
134 telephone apparatus, 2G7 block apparatus, 9 telephone switch boards, 
33 electric bells, 1G repeaters, and 2 each of automatic indicators and 
release locks, showing increases of 13 in telegraphic apparatus, 37 in 
telephone apparatus, 32 in block apparatus, 8 in electric bells, 2 in 
repeaters, and 2 in release locks over the preceding year. 

New offices for public telegrams opened during the year are Mokpo 
and 8 other stations. The delivery of messages arriving at Shoteiri and 
4 other places was discontinued in consequence of an increase in telegraphic 
arrangements by the Communications Bureau along the railway line. For 
through communication between Mokpo 1’ost Office and Mokpo Kailwav 
Station, and Kansan Post Office and Kunsan Kailway Station, one 
telegraphic apparatus belonging to the Communications Bureau was 
installed at these railway stations. 

The revenue from public telegrams during the year amounted to 
Yen 8,249.01 and the average revenue per station, Yen 99.393, being 
increases of Yen 3.009.2G in the former and Yen 52.754 in the latter over 
the preceding year. 


2. Electrical Arrangements. 

The following arc the principal items to be mentioned concerning the 
electrical arrangements and their results during the year. 

Power stations at the end of the year numbered 2, steam engines 3 
(830 in total h. p.), and generators 3 (4GG k. w. in capacity); one steam 
engine and one generator are kept in reserve. 

Motors at the Kyuzan Workshops numbered 15 and their total h. p. 
amounts t<> G49. 
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The electric lights supplied by the Railway bureau's own power 
station numbered 4-,21)4-, representing 3,(500 when converted to 10 candle 
power, and those under contract 2,037, representing 2.31)4- when converted 
to 10 e. p. These show increases of 13.5 per cent, in the former and 
10.4- per cent, in the latter compared with the preceding year. 

130 carriages were equipped with 1,975 electric lights, and 130 with 
motor fans, their motors being 59 and batteries 1,410 in number respec¬ 
tively. These when compared with the preceding year show increases of 
40 in the number of carriages, 710 in lights, 01) in motor fans, .1.8 in 
generators, and 1-32 in batteries. 

The total amount of current generated during the year reached 1,18 f, 
008 k. w. h. (3,244 k. w. h. average per day), while the total expenditure 
was Yen 29,317.85 and the coal consumed 5,214,503 kin, corresponding 
to Yen 0.025 in expenditure and 4.4 kin of coal consumed k. w. h. The 
expenditure consisted of 59.2 per cent, for fuel, 4.0 per cent, for oil and 
grease, 12.2 per cent, for repairs made, and 24 per cent, for miscellaneous 
purposes. The average cost of coal per 10,000 kin was Yen 33.31. These 
figures represent increases of 0.1 per cent, in current generated, 10.1 
percent, in expenditure, 23 per cent, in coal consumed, 19 per cent, in 
expenditure per k. w. h., 22.3 per cent, in coal consumed per k. w. h., and 
a decrease of Yen 3.300 in average cost of coal per 10,000 kin. 


Chapter XI. 

Construction and Improvements. 

i. Kei-Fu Line. 

The construction of a new shunting line at Nandaimon Station which 
had been begun the previous year was finished. The double track 
between Ryazan and Roryorshin was also finished during the year. 

In improvement work, the body, embankment, pier (Nos. 4, 5, 9) and 
girder works of bridge No. 2 over the Kan, .as well as rebuilding bridge 
No. 2 on line No. 1 over the same river, which had been in the course of 
construction since the previous year, were completed : on the Masan branch, 
the filling work of the road-bed of Shinei-Rnkutoko section (10 m. 50 ch.- 
17 m. 33 eh. from Masan terminus) was finished during the year. 
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2. Kei-Gi Line. 

On this line, the building of £i temporary station at Moehuri, .alteration 
to ll.akuba Station, removal of the auxilliary building of the railway 
school at Ryazan, .and the removal of official houses at Kosui and Seikei, 
which had been in progress since the previous year, were finished during 
the year. The rebuilding of the main building of Shiu-.unshu Station, the 
building of an official house at Kovu, dormitory at Shingishu, the comp¬ 
ressed air station and patients ’ room attached to the railway hospital 
at Rvuzau, the branch line on the Seiscnko, .and branch lor transporting 
gravel on the llakusen were .all finished during the year. 

As regards the Hei-Nau branch, the landing depot at Chinnampo 
which had been in course of construction since the previous year was 
finished; the enlarging ot every station is still being carried on. 1 lie 
alteration in grade of a part of Ileijyo- fnihei section, the construction of 
.a new flood opening No. 3 for the R. Futsu, pitch stone work on the 
embankment of the lleinan Road (2 in. 20 eh. from Ileijyo), and sewer 
work at 1 7 different points on the same road were all finished. 


3. Kei-Gen Line. 

This being a new line, 128.4 miles long, between Ryazan and Gensan, 
the construction of it has made conspicuous progress since its commence¬ 
ment in October, 1010, and the Ryuzan-Kenfutsuro section (8(3.5 m.) and 
the Gensan-Kozan section (28.1 m.) are open to traffic. In the direction 
of Ryuzan the only remaining work is the ballasting, and in the direction 
of Gensan almost all the earth, bridge, and tunnel works were finished, and 
the erection of girders and laying of rails are now in progress. The 
following lire general remarks on the work. 

Ryuzan-Sempo section (1)4.1 m.): of this section the distance between 
Ryuzan and Tetsugcn (00.8 m.) was opened to traffic in the previous year; 
10. m. between Tetsugcn and Fukkei were opened in July, 1013, and 0.7 
111 . between Fukkei anil Kcnfutsuro in September: the earth, bridge, and 
tunnel works, and the laying of rails for 7.0 m. from Kcnfutsuro to Sempo 
were finished during the year and ballasting is now in progress. 

The formation level of portions of the track at a distance of 1 m. and 
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9 ni. from Ryuzan was mafic higher to guard against floods ; that of a 
portion 71 miles from Ryazan is now in hand. 

Sempo-Kozan section (10.2 m.): this section runs along steep mountain 
sides and consequently has 14 tunnels (aggregating 11,149 ft.) and 35 
bridges (aggregating 5,018 ft.), and is considered the hardest part of the 
work on the line. But the construction made conspicuous progress 
during the year, and 90 per cent, of the earth work, 88 per cent, of the 
bridge work, 93 per cent, of the tunnelling, and 94 per cent, of the work 
ns a whole were finished during the year. 

Kozan-Gensan section (28.1 m.): the construction of this section was 
begun in the fiscal year 1911, and 24.1 in. from Ryuchiin to Gcnsan was 
finished in August, 1913, and 4 m. from Ryuchiin to Kozan in October, and 
opened to traffic. 

Accompanying the progress of the earth ami. other works, the rails 
were laid and construction trains run as far as Sempo, 94.1 m. from Ryuzan. 

Building Works: the station main building and official houses at Gessciri 
and Ileiko, the station main building, official houses, locomotive shed, and 
dormitory at I'ukkei, and the official houses at Taikori, the construction 
of which had all been started during the previous year, were finished in 
the year reviewed. The erection of storehouses at Rensen and Tctsugen, 
and the station main building and official houses at Kenfutsuro were all 
finished, while the temporary storehouse at Ileiko was transferred to 
I'ukkei and erected as a doctor’s office. The station main building, official 
houses and dormitory were built at Kozan; official houses at Shakuoji, 
and the official houses and dormitory at Atnpen were finished, while the 
erection of the station main building and the enlarging of a dormitory at 
Gcnsan were done during the year. 

Electric bine Works: the laying of the telegraph line between Giseifu 
and Tctsugen which was started the previous year was finished: a block 
line was built on the Seirvori-Giscifu section, and the temporary poles 
between Giseifu and Rensen were replaced by new ones, while a telegraphic 
line was erected along the Sempo-Kozan section and a tablet line on the 
Kozan-Gensan section. 


4. Konan Line. 

This is a. new line (1.(>1.5 miles) running from Taidcn to Mokuho with 
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a branch line to Kansan of 14.8 miles. The work made great progress 
from its commencement in October, 1910, and the Taiden-Seiyn section (81.9 
m.) and the Kunsan branch (14.8 m.) were opened to traffic during the 
previous year. The Mokuho-Kakkvo section (21.9 m.) was opened to 
traffic in Mav, 1913; the Kakkvo-Rashu section (13.3 m.), in September, 
the Rashu-Shoteiri section (8.7 m.) in October, and the remaining work 
was finished in January, 1914-, thus opening the whole of the line to 
traffic. 

As the construction of this line was carried on hurriedly, most ot the 
bridges and culverts were of wood ; the earth work, too, at stations was 
insufficient, .and we had overflows at different stations in flood-time. Con¬ 
sequently, the line demanded reconstruction at many places, and the parts 
most urgently calling for it were taken in hand during the previous year. 
15ut in the year under review we took up all the reconstruction work. 
The following arc general remarks on the work: 

Kasuiin-Tokei section : the reconstruction for 2.3 miles of the approach 
to bridge No. 2 over the R. Kasuiin, which was begun the previous year, 
was completed. 

The reconstruction of 8.7 miles of track (starting 0. m. 27 ch. from 

Taiden) was taken up in February, 1914-, and 04 per cent, of the earth 

work and 27 per cent, of the bridge work were done during the year. 

The reconstruction of 0.(5 miles of track (beginning 13 m. 70 ch. from 
Taiden) was taken up in January, 1914-, and 30 per cent, of the earth 
work, TO per cent, of the bridge work, and 10 per cent, of the tunnelling 
were done during the year under review. 

The reconstruction of 0.0 miles of track (starting 20 ni. 21 ch. from 

Afokuho) had been taken up in March, 1914, and 8 per cent, of the earth 

work was done, the other work done being but very little. 

Miscellaneous works: as the approach to a point 10 m. 20 ch. from 
Taiden terminus is threatened with shocks caused by the current against 
the embankment at flood-time, an earth-retaining stone wall was newly 
constructed along a portion 10 m. 7 ch. to 10 m. 31 ch. 20 1. from the 
terminus. To give an easier flow at flood-time, Kinkoku flood opening 
No. 2 (243 ft. span), Kosenri flood opening (297 ft. span), and Tomcn 
flood opening (103 ft. span) at the respective distance of 00 m. 8 ch., 00 
in. 08 ch. 20 1., and 07 m. 10 ch. from Taiden were constructed. besides, 
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<> spans of 9 ft. each to.'Kozaiscn bridge (">(> in. 4-9 eh. f>() 1. from 
Taiden) and 9 spans of 9 ft. each to Shaken culvert (fib m. 5 eh. 4- 1. from 
Taiden) were added. 

'flic Customs line at Kunsan, a goods line from the station to the 
wharf at Moluiho, and a reservoir to provide a perfect supply of water at 
Kiri were new works done during the year. 

Buildings: on the Taiden-Shigairi section, the platform roof and removal 
of dormitory at Taiden, removal of official houses and doctor’s office to 
Kiri, and the building of official houses at Shigairi were completed ; in 
addition, the doctor’s office at Taiden and a storehouse at Riri were built, 
and work on official houses was taken up. On the Mokuho-Sliigairi 
section, official houses, locomotive shed, and house for patients suffering 
from contagious diseases lit Mokuho, official houses at Sankyo, Kakkyo, 
Kiwmpo, Kashu, Chojvo, Shinkori, Ninjvori, and Rinkoku, and official 
houses and locomotive shed at Shoteiri were constructed. Station main 
building at liizampo, Shoteiri, Chokyo, and Shinkori, and the roofs of the 
goods platforms at Shoteiri and Kobakuin were also built. 'flic platform 
at Kobakuin was extended and the official houses were built. A store¬ 
house and goods platform at Mokuho, and the roof of the goods platform 
al Chojvo are now in the course of erection. 

As regards the electric line works, a telegraph line along the Taiden- 
Shigairi section and a block line on the Shigairi-Mokuho section were 
added, while the reconstruction of the telegraph line along the Moknho- 
Kakkyo section was taken up. 

5. Railway Hotel. 

'fhc Chosen Hotel is now in the course of construction in I lasegawa- 
cho, Keijvo. 'flic foundation work was done during the previous year ; 
water and sewer pipes were laid and the main building was finished during 
the year. burnishing, electric installation, and other equipments are now- 
in progress.

New members 
number 1,G30 while 1,075 resigned, showing an increase of 555. Members 
injured while on duty numbered 803, being 159 per 1,000 and showing 
an increase of 20 when compared with the preceding year. Deaths from 
injuries numbered 7 (of which 0 occurred while on duty), and those from 
sickness 35, making a total of 42, an average of 83 per 10,000. This 
shows a decrease of 14,0 when compared with the preceding year. 

Receipts during the year totalled Yen 84,146.82, made up of Yen 29, 
235.37 from Government grants, Yen 45,949.99 from members’ subscrip¬ 
tions, Yen S,95(5.89 from interest on deposit, and Yen 4.57 from miscella¬ 
neous sources. This is an increase of 13.3 per cent, over the preceding 
year. The grant from the Government per member was Fen 0.55, the 
subscriptions per member, Yen 10.74, and the interest on deposit and 
miscellaneous receipts per member, Yen 1.77. 

The disbursements made during the year amounted to Yen 32,175.09 
to 1,337 persons in all, being Yen 7,305.20 to 20 cases of injury, Yen 10, 
901.29 to 34 cases of death, Yen 0,445.37 to 833 cases of medical 
attendance, and Yen 7,403.23 to 444 cases of refund. These show 
increases of Yen 3,040.59 to 149 persons when compared with the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

As regards the grants made to cases of injury, the average amount 
was Yen 283.28, ranging from Yen 20.40 of the 5th grade made to a 
trackman, to Yen 828 of the 1st grade made to an electrician. As regards 
those for cases of death, the average amount was Yen 322.39, ranging 
from Yen 3(5.98 to an official servant to Yen 049.54 to an engine driver. 
The average amount of grants for medical attendance was Yen 7.74 
ranging from Yen 0.05 to a turner to Yen 282.50 to a fireman apprentice. 
With regard to refund, the average amount was Yen 10.67, ranging from 
Yen 0.27 to a porter to Yen 103.85 to a workshop foreman. These 
show a decrease of Yen 144.00 for cases of injury and increases of Yen 
20.(50 for eases of death, Yen 1.4(5 for those for medical attendance, and 
Yen 3.04 for refunds. 

As regards the actual accounts, the receipts amounted to Yen 84,14(5. 
82 and the disbursements to Yen 32,175.09 leaving a balance of Fen 51, 
971.73. Adding to the sum Yen 133,807.37 brought forward from the 
previous year, the total amount to be carried forward is Yen 185,839.10

LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 


t. General Remarks. 

Sanction for construction of light railways and tramways was given, in 
the year under review, for a light railway of 8.4 miles betwen Koshit and 
Shoteiri to Mr. Kan Nam Shu and eight other persons, for a light 
railway of 8.8 miles between Kanko and Seikosliin to the Kanko Coal 
Mining Co., for a manual tramway of 13.4 miles between Shinshu and 
Senshin to Mr. R. Ono and ten other persons, for an electric ear line of 
1.0 miles in the City of Keijyo terminating at Ojyuri to the Nikkan Gas 
1 vice trie Co., and for a private light railway of 4.4 miles for coal trans¬ 
portation between Mochuri and Toshiri to Mr. S. Ishii on behalf of 
Mr. K. Okura, making a total of 36.0 miles. 

The open lines at the end of the year under review reached 23.7 miles 
and their capital amounted to Yen 9.02(5,(500 in nil, Yen 5,(573,(395 of the 
amount being paid up, while the cost of construction was Fen 2,530,89S. 
These lines belong to the Nikkan Gas Electric Co., Chosen Gas Electric Co. 
(Gas and electric business besides transportation) andindividuals (tramways 
in Ileijyo and Wakan), while those not yet taken up though sanctioned 
aggregate 181,2 miles. 

The train mileage in the fiscal year reached 28,178 miles, and the ear 
mileage, 2,338,369 miles in passenger ear and 46,91(5 miles in wagons, 
making a total of 2,385,285 miles. 

Passengers carried numbered 11,565,325 and the passenger mileage 
(excluding that of electric cars) reached 937,339 miles, while the receipts 
from passengers amounted to Yen 343,454. Goods transported reached 
10,052 tons besides 1,050 wagon loads of car consignment, and the 
receipts from goods amounted to Yen 8,202. 

The traffic receipts amounted to Yen 359,(581 and the expenditure to 
Yen 179,265, leaving a balance of Yen 180,41(5 as profit. 

Officials and employees numbered 528 and their monthly pay roll 
amounted to Yen 12,184, being an average of Yen 23.08.
